Recrurter Says 

A major pay raise for members of the 
Army became effective November 15, 
according to SSG Mitchell Army 
recruiter for Essex area. The pay 
raise, which was enacted into law on 
September 28, had been withheld 
temporarily as part of President 
Nixon’s freeze on prices and wages. 

Under the terms of the military pay 
bill, newly-enlisted soldiers will receive 
$268.50 per month. This compares with 
$134.40 under the previous law. 

The pay raise will not only include 
substantial increases in basic pay, but 
will also raise quarters and ration 
allowances. 

The new pay scales are a giant step 
towards making military pay for lower 
ranking enlisted men and junior of¬ 
ficers comparable with that offered by 
business and industry. According to 
U.S. Government statistics, the 
average hourly wage in the 
manufacturing industry in 1970 was 
$3.36. Army pay for a Sergeant, E-5, by 
comparison, will now amount to $3.11 
per hour if the Sergeant is authorized 
and receiving quarters and ration 
allowances. If the same Sergeant were 


married, his hourly pay rate would rise 
to $3.40. 

Army officials state the average 
service time required to reach the rank 
of Sergeant, E-5, is in the neighborhood 
of 22 months active service. 

“When coupled with the traditional 
Army benefits such as free medical and 
dental care, clothing, room and board 
and retirement benefits, the new pay 
increase makes Army service truly 
competitive as a career choice”, the 
Army recruiter said. 

“Opportunities and challenges in the 
Army for the young man who applies 
himself have never been better, — in 
short, Today’s Army Wants to Join You 
- and we’re proving it,” he said.

Sgf. Kostis, Essex, Saves 
Crew Downed By Viet Cong 


“Tropic Lightning News”, a 
newspaper published in Viet¬ 
nam by the 25th Infantry Divi¬ 
sion, recently reported that an 
Essex resident, now a sergeant 
with the division, “led a heli¬ 
copter crew and a passenger 
to safety after their aircraft 
was hit by ground fire and 
crashed in the middle of a 
dug-in company-size of Viet 
Cong force. 

Named as Sgt. Charles Kostos 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Stanley 
Kostos of Homberg avenue, the 
publication said Kostos, “car¬ 
rying the only weapon” led five 
survivors to cover, firing as 
he ran “stopping once to kill 
an enemy guerilla who had 
charged out of the woodline 
firing his automatic weapon. 

According to the “News” re¬ 
port, the helicopter was flying 
at 50 feet when its hydraulic 
system was knocked out by 
ground fire. Crashing in a 
flooded rice paddy, the chopper 
tipped over on its right side. 
Kostis reported that “Every¬ 
one was pretty shaken up, but 
from what I could see there 
were only minor injuries.” The 
sergeant himself sustained a 
scratch across his forehead. 

With all weapons put out of 
commission as a result of the 
crash, Kostos, holding on to 
his M-16 and 15 magazines of 
ammo, told the survivors to 
follow him, “and they started 
running across the rice paddy 
to a dike 50 metres away.” 

While Kostos fired bursts, 
killing a Viet Cong in the pro¬ 
cess, two Air Force F-100's 
flew over” in response to the 
emergency radio message. 
They roared in firing those 
rockets and 20mm cannons and 
rounds were landing no more 
than a 100 feet away from us,” 
Kostos reported. 

According to the “Tropic 
Lightning News,” the strafing 


which lasted 15 minutes, 
“silenced the enemy positions. 
As the jets left the area, com¬ 
bat assault teams arrived by 


helicopter and secured the 
area.” 

Sergeant Kostos, a graduate 
of the University of Baltimore,

Ruben had always wanted to be 
a Marine. After high school, 
he enlisted then took his basic 
training at Parris Island 
and his advanced combat train¬ 
ing at » Camp Geiger, N.C, 
He then went to Camp Lejeune, 
N.C. where he was put in the 
8 th Marines. 

Since then, Ruben has been all 
over the world:Norway, Green¬ 
land, ~ Germany, Italy, China, 
Japan among others, and Viet¬ 
nam. While in Vietnam, he was 
wounded twice; on June 29, he 
was shot in the arm, and on 
July 4, he was hit in the stom¬ 
ach.

Ruben came home on Nov. 29 
by civilian jet. His parents met 
him at Dulles Airport and drove 
him home to 619 Maryland ave¬ 
nue. When they arrived at their 
house, his father,Mr.William 
Johnson a steelworker at Spar¬ 
rows Point, handed him the keys 
and registration card to a new 
1968 Camaro with the words 
“Its all yours, son!” 

At home to meet him were his 
four sisters: Rebecca, age four, 
Kathy 11, Barbara, 15, and 
Margaret 19; and his four broth¬ 
ers: Charles six, Bobby seven, 
William 17, and Billy 18.

Hill, a career soldier from Essex 
who volunteered for three tours 
of duty in Vietnam, was killed in 
combat December 9, the De¬ 
fense Department reported yes¬ 
terday. 

Sergeant Hill, who was 24, had 
earlier been reported missing in 
action. He was a squad leader 
with the 1st Cavalry Division 
(Airmobile) at the time of his 
death. 

He was born in Keene, N.H., 
and moved to Essex as a child. 
A slightly built youth, he attend¬ 
ed Kenwood High School before 
joining the Army in May, 1963. 

“Army Was His Life” 

His mother, Mrs. Beulah Da- 
I nesie, who remarried when Ser- 
| geant Hill was a child, said that 
“ever since he was a little boy 
he wanted to be in the Army. 

[ The Army was his life.’* 

From August, 1965, to May 
11966, he served his first tour in 
I Vietnam with the 1st Cavalry

Dear Mrs. Tilden: 

This letter is to confirm my recent telegram in which you 
were regretfully informed that your husband. Staff Sergeant 
Leonard H. Tilden, Jr., 6,998,4 69 , Air Corps, has been reported 
missing in action over Hew Guinea since 29 June 1944. 

I know that added distress is caused by failure to receive 
more information or details. Therefore, I wish to assure you that at 
any time additional information is received it will be transmitted to 
you without delay, and, if in the meantime no additional information 
is received, I will again communicate with you at the expiration of 
three months. Also, it is the policy of the Commanding General of the 
Army Air Forces upon receipt of the "Missing Air Crew Report" to convey 
to you any details that might be contained in that report. 

The term "missing in action" is used only to indicate that 
the whereabouts or status of an individual is not immediately known. 

It is not intended to convey the impression that the case is closed. 

I wish to emphasize that every effort is exerted continuously to clear 
up the status of our personnel. Gilder war conditions this is a difficult 
task as you must readily realize. Experience has shown that many persons 
reported missing in action are subsequently reported as prisoners of 
war, but as this information is furnished by countries with which we 
are at war, the War Department is helpless to expedite such reports. 
However, in order to relieve financial worry. Congress has enacted 
legislation which continues in force the pay, allowances and allotments 
to dependents of personnel being carried in a missing status. 

Permit me to extend to you my heartfelt sympathy during this 
period of uncertainty.
